Surplus fat has been the cause of 
more unhappiness than can be well

Very often fat is absolutely un- 
necessary and can easily be got rid 
of, although it is unquestionably an 
hereditary affliction, and people with 
fat parents are more prone to it 
than others. But even so, it is not

Tho slackness of the 
responsible highway authority | for 
their proper upkeep, the negligence 
of thelr workmen in failing. to re- 
move heaps of  road-mending 
material or tools from the road after 
they have finished their work, or 
the absence of proper and sufficient 
warning lights upon such obstacles 
at night, may have been the primary 
cause, writes H. A. Sharman in
